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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on October 4, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the claims, prior art references such as Nygren (US Patent 5,434,417 A) 
disclose conventional strip detectors for x-ray imaging, but do not specify the exact layering of 
the detector module. The instant application layers the detector module using a conductive 
substrate, upon which a strip insulator is deposited then strip electrodes then deposited. The 
strips of insulator/electrodes are placed on the conductive substrate in spaced apart strips. Then 
each of the modules are layered together to form a detector. Further references such as Beyne 
(US Patent 5,731,584 A) disclose a similar layer scheme, it does not detect radiation along the 
strip, but rather perpendicular to the conductive substrate surface.
